But left anie one more perverfe then others fhould 
fay, what man is this? whence comes he? and when 
borne? who alone inculcatesand reculcates thefe things 
even co loathing? I call to witncfle the found Do@ors of 
thisand the age paft, of whom , fome have propigaced 
with life, pen, tongue and bloud , the repurged Religion 
which we profefle. Behold firft the bleffed Cranmer, 
Ridley, Latimer , oc. in heaven now trivmphing with 
purple Crownes of Martyrdom: nexc the moft abfolure 
men Whit¢ift Archbifhop of Casterbury , and Hooker at 


loweft loft, but of prime note, and orhers in the dayes 


of our Englifh Deborah, and David numberieffe: laftlie, 
a thoufind preachers of this age, whefe names J (pare, 
moft worthy of double honour , as well for profound 
Dottrineas for Sangimony of life on either part did 
erally affirme the Hierarchic, 


Liturgy, andour Church Rites ro be moft confonant and 
agreeable to thar book of God.

Tftherefore anyone do compare fo many. Di- 
vines of the greater fore, with the upftart Snracte- 

revs in Divinity of the cemmon flock, rufhingra- 
ther than entring inte the “Sanctum Sanéiorum. the 
Church of Gods canhebe'eive that thofe 
night Owles do more fharply fee the truth, chan 
theic Eagles; Nay rather, what man well in his 
wits, dares preferre a very few Enelith Geneva 
Preachers of different minde, though otherwife 
not unlearn’d(and whofe authority in other things 
may be found) before fo many heavenly wits of 
the Columnes or’ Staples of Chrifts Church 
Neverthelefic, if they had beene fomewhat mere 
perverie than is meet, and more unjuft than thofe 
blefled fouls do think otherwife, let them faith- 
fully compare the {trong (p) arguments of thofe _ 
with the weak and flender reafonings of the dim- 
fighted Schifmaticks, For they not swith follid 
and invincible reafons, but only with {coffes, ob- 
loquies , calumnies , cavells, and impudent re- 
proaches and diftra@ions , do {currioufly handle 
their caule, and undefervedly defteine with many 
Criminations and Revilings. Somethe beft (in 
words Chry{oftome,in deeds Polycarps)worthy to be 
honor'd withall kinde of duties, and malicioufly 
traduce their fame, with more than a-certain dog- 
like rage or madnefie.

Yea more, the moft Reverend Fathers and Do- 
ors of the Church (whom all our Orthodox 
Divines do reverence with the name of Saint}chey 
‘vilifieas meq unworthy of Saméthication:s And 
materialt Churches being Gods peculiar 


fs edified, and ordained for Preaching and Pray- 
er, ain Gen. 28. 13.00 18, Efay 56.7. and Mar, 
11.13. which by our forebather of b'effed life, 
were fet apart and confecrated to divine Service, 
by the names of the holy Evangelifts, Apoftles, 
Martyrs, and other moft: Religious men, titey 
moft prophanely and irreligioufly endeavour, not 
only by ‘candalous {peeches, but by meft abufive 
papers, to unfanétifie, orat the leaft, unfaint, and 
they cannet deny to be blefled Saints in 
an Heaven; will not acknowledce to be worthy 
of that appellation , fome of them nicknaming, 
and mano terming (as I have been credi- 
bly infermed) the-Churches dedicaced to the ho- 
nor of S. S. Matthew, S. Bartholmew, S. 
Mary, and S. Thomas, Facks church, Mats church, 
Bats church; Mobs church’; and Toms church, hol- 
denalfo, or {eeming to hold themfelves to be fo 
juftand faithfull, thac they rather déferve to be 
fainted before others, and all Churches: fo Con- 
fecrated, fitto be utterly demolifhed, or converted 
to ware-houfes and barns,.or other prophane

Ibeing the meaneft amoneft the Srudents of 
cred Theologie, with all the reverence in my 
poore power do befeech , thar with conjoyned

from lightharnefled Souldiers , fighting not 
with Thunder, but with Haile thick eneugh (/) 
as efpecially from her capitall enemies aforcfayd, 
that would put their Sieth (ahlas) too thar 
(unleffe they feared your Thunder due 
Robbers ) deep enough into the Ecclefiafticalk 
Harveftt.

fedman. Yourthierefore, the true Patriarchs of 
the Englith-7/rael, and the moft’ excellent Gentry 
thereof, fuccor with your benignity the labouring 
Church ,. opportunely quench the kindled fire-. 
brands of Sedition, fuppreflethe monftrous opi- 
nions now late rifen, andin a word, therage 
of the Clergy fcourging people and ocher Schift 
 maaticks, who if they be once permitted to ad-.
